WILMINGTON — May 
4th’s Town Meeting sug- 
gestions include but are 
not limited to amendments 
to the inclusionary zoning 
by-law, updated equipment 
at schools and public safe- 
ty buildings, potential re- 
zoning, and the moving of 
funds for a number of oth- 
er purposes. The booklet 
from the Finance Commit- 
tee and Planning Board es- 
timates that for fiscal year 
2019 + +'there will be 
$116,404,824 in town funds 
available. 

The recommendations al- 
so contain the proposed 
budget for town expenses 
and salaries of several town 
officers and departments. 
Residents can look at fiscal 
year 2018 expenditures com- 
pared to recommendations 
from the Town Manager 
and Finance Committee for

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rier in 1906. Prior to 1896, 
people living in rural areas, 
65 percent of the U.S. popu- 
lation, had to go to the post 
office to pick up mail. There 
was delivery only in cities. 


Congress authorized Rural 
Free Delivery in 1893, and the 
first delivery routes were 
established three years later 
in West Virginia. By 1905, 
there were 32,000 RFD routes. 


Herb Foskett, Wilmington’s 
first RFD carrier, delivered 
mail in a wagon drawn by 
two frisky horses. His route 
included most of North Wil- 
mington. Foskett lived in the

oldest house in North Wil- 
mington, the 1685 Tweed- 
Manning house on Ballard- 
vale Street. 

The North Wilmington post 
office at that time was in the 
railroad station. 

Foskett was a printer, with 
a shop right at his house. 
There are some town book- 
lets still in existence giving 
his name as the printer. 

Foskett continued the de- 
liveries for only a year. His 
horses were quite spirited, 
and one road in particular 
gave him a problem. It ran 
out to Wilmington Junction 
from Ballardvale Street, al- 
most opposite his home. His 
problem was that the low 
branches along that road 
kept hitting him in the face. 
There were a half-dozen fa- 
milies living at the Junction, 
where the Salem & Lowell 
Railroad crossed the Port- 
land Division of the Boston 
& Maine. 

Like all roads in Wilming- 
ton at the time, Ballardvale 
Street was just a dirt road. It 
ran for 2.7 miles from Salem 


‘ilmington’s first RFD mail carrier started in 1906 


Street to the Andover town 
line. 

After only a year of mail 
delivery, Foskett hung up his 
mail sack, sold the horses 
and turned his full attention 
to printing. 

The Tweed-Manning house 
was sold to James Tweed in 
1799 and then to Levi Man- 
ning in 1831. Manning was 
still listed as owning it in 
1900 with 51 acres. The 1910 
valuation list has it owned by 
Foskett. It stood at a curve 
on Ballardvale Street, north 
of the old railroad bridge. 
Neither the house nor the 
curve exist today. The road 
was straightened during the 
construction of Route 93 and 
125, about 1958. The house 
was torched by an arsonist 
on March 13, 1966. 

Many years later, Compu- 
graphic Corp. erected a four- 
story building across the 
street from where Foskett 
had his print shop. Compu- 
graphic manufactured photo- 
typesetting equipment. Fos- 
kett worked with hand-set 


type.

at city hall, and the current 
exhibit is the “History of the 
Pheasant Lane Mall.” Enjoy 
the history and backstory of 
the mall before you get your 
shopping therapy. 

For a larger picture of the 
history of Nashua, visit the 
Florence H. Speare Memorial 
Museum, located at 5 Abbott 
St. This museum was con- 
structed in 1971 with dona- 
tions provided by local busi- 
nessman, Sleva Speare, and 
was named in honor of his 
wife Florence Hyde Speare. 

The Spear Museum con- 
tains a wealth of informa- 
tion about Nashua, from its 
origin to its evolution into a 
mill town, and the growth of 
the community that has be- 
come the city we know to- 
day. The always changing 
exhibits bring to life scenes 
from the past to include 
authentic costuming, fur- 
nishings and accessories. 

The Speare Museum is also 
the home of the Frank B. 
Clancy Research Library. 
The museum and library are 
open year round, Tuesday, 
Wednesday, and Thursday, 10 
a.m. to 3 p.m., and Satur- 
days by appointment. 

Adjacent to the Speare Mu- 
seum, also on Abbott Street, 
you will find the Abbot 
Spalding House. This was 
the home of several promi- 
nent Nashua historical citi- 
zens, including Daniel Abbot 
(considered the father of 


Nashua) and William Spal- 
ding. The Abbot Spalding 
House is a beautiful, Federal 
Revival style home that was 
the meeting place for the 
famous and influential of 
New Hampshire. 

This museum has period 
furnishings, china and _glass, 
and fine art pieces collected 
by the Spalding family who 
occupied the home for 73 
years until it was purchased 
by.the Nashua Historical So- 
ciety in the late 1970’s. The 
interior and exterior have 
had major restoration in re- 
cent years, bringing back 
the original beauty and in- 
tegrity of this historic home. 

The Abbot Spalding House 
Museum is open from April 
to November. Call the Na- 
shua Historical Society at 
603-883-0015 to make an ap- 
pointment to view this home 
or the Speare Museum. 

Mine Falls Park is a 325 
acre park located in the 
heart of Nashua on Whipple 
Street. It is bordered on the 
north by the Nashua River, 
and. on the south by. the 
Millpond_and. the power canal 
system, making it a, center 
spot of Nashua industrial his- 
tory. 

The name “Mine Falls” 
dates back to the 18th centu- 
ry when low quality lead is 
said to have been mined from 
the island below the falls. 

In the 19th century, after 
the success of the Merri- 


Sov 
mack Canals in Lowell,i}¢he 
potential of the NashuaiRi- 
ver was used for industrial 
mills in Nashua. The »Na- 
shua Manufacturing Cdm- 
pany, which owned a mas- 
sive complex that included 
the property now knownyas 
the Mine Falls Park, Har- 
nessed the flow of the Na- 
shua River to power its mills 
that were downstream6n 
Factory Street. die 

The mills closed in 1948, 
and the site was used’ for 
various commercial purpos- 
es while the Nashua River 
suffered from severe pollu- 
tion. After a visit from the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency in 1973, a mastér 
plan was created for Mine 
Falls Park, which now hosts 
seven playing fields as well 
as walking, biking, and 
cross country skiing trails 
and fishing and boating ¢ op- 
tions.

Ipswich River Wildlife 
Sanctuary in Topsfield is a 
Mass Audubon property that 
offers a rich family destina- 
tion at any time of year. 
Whether you take in one of 
their many programs, enroll 
your kids in a summer 
camp, or stop by for a stroll 
on a weekend, you are sure 
to find something of interest 
and get your dose of nature. 


If you are not member of. 


Mass Audubon, there is a 
modest entrance fee. Clean 
bathrooms are right at the 


‘entrance, along with a wel- 


come center, gift shop and 
even hot coffee. 


<4 Well maintained paths 
are part of the appeal of the 
sanctuary. 


The trails throughout the 
property are well marked and 
easy to traverse, though there 
are some inclines and well- 
maintained gravel and wood- 
en stairs on the various trails, 
so proper footwear is advised. 
It also makes sense to plan 
based on rain conditions. We 
wore hiking shoes and boots 
as it has been rainy. 

We encountered some mud- 
dy spots and even one trail 
which was submerged. Mo- 
ther nature wins every time 
and doesn’t care where the 
trails are set. 

The sanctuary has 12 miles 


of trails and is always updat- 
ing the bird and wildlife 
sightings list on their infor- 
mation board at the visitor 
center, Binoculars would be 
a great thing to bring along 
if you remember. 

We followed the trail to the 
Rockery, a man-made cave 
and boulder system which is 
a favorite with kids. A nice 
trail circles Rockery Pond 
and is known for its friendly 
birds. If you bring some bird- 
seed with you and extend 
your hand, patience will pay 
off with a chickadee or tuft- 
ed titmouse making a visit.

The land was an early site 
for the Agawam peoples !and 
it was later part of a latid 
grant to the colony of Mas- 
sachusetts and was subse- 
quently farmed.

BOSTON — The Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health (DPH) will contract 
with 26 community-based treatment provi- 
ders across the Commonwealth to open new 
specialized residential rehabilitation treat- 
ment programs to serve individuals who ex- 


perience substance use and mental health - 


disorders. 

The programs, which include 398 treat- 
ment beds, represent a significant expan- 
sion of services to individuals who are at 
higher risk for a fatal opioid-related over- 
dose and will increase their opportunity to 
access treatment for both diseases in a sin- 
gle program. 

"Part of our administration's comprehen- 
sive approach to addressing the opioid epi- 
demic and getting more people into recov- 
ery includes significantly increasing the 
number of treatment beds available for indi- 
viduals struggling with substance use," said 
Governor Charlie Baker. "We are pleased to 
support these new specialized programs as 
they expand-access to critical recovery sup- 
port for individuals seeking treatment for 
substance use and behavioral health needs." 

The state's opioid data <https://www. 
mass. gov/files/documents/2017/08/31/data- 
brief-chapter-55-aug-2017.pdf> indicate that 
the risk of a fatal opioid-related overdose is 
six times higher for people diagnosed with a 
serious mental illness and three times high- 
er for those diagnosed with depression. In 
addition, DPH data on patient enrollment in 
treatment programs showed a high percent- 
age of enrollees had prior psychiatric illness. 

“Integrating substance use and mental 
health treatment programs on this scale 
marks an important step to address the con- 
tinuum of care for this vulnerable popula-

Next, there’s a proposal to 
purchase a new data center 
for the school district and a 
lot of ‘places for money to be 
allocated into new accounts. 
There are recommendations 
to move money to the Other 
Post. Employment Liability 
Trust Fund, Capital Stabili- 
zation Fund, Employee Re- 
tirérient Benefits, and the 
new PEG Access and Cable 
Related Special Revenue 
Fund. Then there’s money to 
be paid to the Middlesex Re-

Another 
article is devoted to releasing 
the results of Adam J. Silva’s 
score on the civil service 
entry-level firefighter exam.

ges can be read in the rec-. 


ommendations but includes 
specifying a maximum den- 
sity of eight units per acre; 
for all 55+ housing to include

Council not ready to end billboard talk

on the northern edge of its 15- 
acre office park, which over- 
looks I-93 southbound just by 
the. Wilmington line. 

A“second sign would be 
placed along I-93 northbound 
near: Montvale Avenue by 
Unitorn Park. 

Presently, billboards are 
prohibited in the entirety of 
Woburn. The new ordinance 
would lift that ban by legaliz- 
ing digital signs, which can- 
not exceed 700 square feet, 
along a 1,950-foot long stretch 
of the IP-2 district between 
Wilmington and Commerce 
Way * — right by American 
Tower" s headquarters. 

A- second billboard district 
wotild be created along a 
2,850-foot length of I-93 north- 
bound by Montvale Avenue in 
the-office park by I-93 or OP- 
93 zoning district. 

Based upon the zoning lan- 
guage, no sign could stand 
taller: than 80-feet, and signs 
mast, be situated at least 2,500 
feét ‘apart (exceeding state 
and. federal standards that 
require a 1,000 foot distance 
between billboards along 
hi hways). 

‘earlier version of the 
legislation, which was rejec- 
ted by the Planning Board 
earliér this month, had cal- 
led'for a 600 foot spacing be- 
tween: signs. However, by in- 
creasing Woburn's threshold 
to 2,500 feet, the proposed or- 
dinance would only allow for 


two new billboards to be sit- 
uated along I-93. © 

"It would limit the addition 
of billboards [in Woburn] to 
one on each side of the high- 
way," Tarby explained. 

According to American 
Tower representative Bran- 
don Ruotolo, with the wire- 
less communication industry 
undergoing sweeping chan- 
ges as part of the planned 
switch to ultra-fast 5G net- 
works, his firm has also ex- 
panded into new markets, in- 
cluding into the data center 
and fiber optic industries. 

Many technology experts, 
referring to the hardware 
needed to unroll the so-called 
"Internet-of-Things," have 
predicted wireless communi- 
cation firms will rely less on 
traditional cell towers in the 
years to come, as 5G net- 
works require the vast prolif- 
eration of smaller antenna 
arrays. 

Already, American Tower 
has begun making that tran- 
sition towards focusing on 
small-cell canister antennas 
and similar hardware like 
distributed antenna systems. 
As part of that expansion, 
Ruotolo explained the firm 
has also taken an interest in 
the advertising and billboard 
industry. 

Apparently learning from 
the pitch he made earlier this 
month to the Planning Board, 
Ruotolo made no mention of 
American Tower's interests 
in creating an "interactive" 


billboard that would be capa- 
ble of pushing advertise- 
ments directly to consumers 
through their cell-phones as 
they drove by the digital 
signs. 

His reference to that re- 
search and development work 
backfired during the Plan- 
ning Board discussions, when 
the city officials blasted ‘the 
concept as being patently 
unsafe. 

However, the council, like 
the Planning Board, had lit- 
tle patience for Routolo's 
pitch, especially his airing of 
a promotional video that ex- 
plains American Tower's bu- 
siness operations. 

"I felt that was really a 
waste of our time," said An- 
derson, after that video was 
shown. "If you could be brief 
and on point, we'd appreci- 
ate it. It's late, and a lot of 
people are here." 

In fact, not a single mem- 
ber of the council indicated 
they were willing to seriously 
consider the zoning change. 

"You have no regulatory 
control over them. I don't 
want Woburn to turn into 
Boston or Las Vegas. We don't 
like billboards, and we don't 
need them," said Gately.

There’s nothing like the 
feeling of jogging out onto a 
baseball or softball field: to 
fake some . grounders or 
Shag some Aly ‘balls. The 
smell.of fresh cut*grass, the 
feeling of the dirt under 
your cleats, the crack of the 
bat. If it doesn’t make you 
feel like a kid again nothing 
will! These sports are not 
just for the young. An esti- 
mated 10 million partici- 
pants take part in casual 
baseball and ___ softball 
leagues in the U.S. each 
year. Most articles on injury 
prevention in baseball and 
saitball are designed, how- 
ever, for youth players or 
high level professional, col- 
leSe or high school play- 
ers. This article will give 
some tips to the recreational 
players who truly just play 
for the love of the game. 

Whether you are in your 
20’s and want to play ball 
after a college or profession- 
al career, or in your 40’s or 
50’s and want to return to 
play after years away from 
the game, here are a few 
‘Specific considerations, as 
well as some exercises and 
stretches to address them. 

You are very likely not as 
active during the day as you 
‘were when you last 
played. You may now have a 
job where you sit for much 
ofthe day at work and then 
sit again during your com- 
mute to and from the 
office. All this sitting does a 
number on your posture and 
‘poor posture has_ been 
Shown to lead to an 
increased risk for shoulder 
and elbow injury in baseball 
players. Doing some exer- 
eises to offset forward pos- 
ture such as the row exer-

cise (pictured below) is very 
important for not only the 
health of your shoulder, but 
also for your elbow, neck 
and back. 

Another consideration 
related to sitting is ham- 
string tightness. Sitting 
leaves the hamstrings in a 
shortened position. When 
left in this position for long 
periods, your hamstrings 
will become tight and inflex- 
ible. If your hamstrings are 
tight and you try and sprint 
to field a grounder in the 
hole or leg‘out a double, you 
can end up with a hamstring 
tear. Performing a simple 
hamstring stretch (shown 
below) will help improve 
hamstring flexibility. 

A third injury considera- 
tion for the recreational 
baseball and softball player 
are calf and achilles tendon 
tears. Baseball and softball 
are sports that require ath- 
letes to go from standing rel- 
atively still to a full sprint. 
Tight calves can lead to 
muscle strain or, even worse, 
an achilles rupture. The 
stretch shown below can 
help loosen up tight calves 
and reduce your likelihood 
of injury. 

These exercises and 
stretches should be_ per- 
formed throughout the day 
and can. easily: be done at 
home or in the office. You 


simply can’t offset a day’s- 


worth of sitting with a few 
quick stretches or light 
warm up before you go on 
the field. Incorporate these 
stretches into your daily 
routine regularly and they 
will help: keep you on the 
field and feeling like a kid 
again!
